Man Has Dignity, 
Fenton Moran. 


qi Vv 
Tells Audience /\ 


“Our faith in the human dignity of 
man must be based on love of God 
and love of man,” Fenton Moran told 
his audience when he presented the 
first lecture in the current series Nov. 
9 in the college auditorium. 


Mr. Moran, executive secretary of 
the William J. Kerby Foundation at 
the Catholic University of America, 
illustrated his talk with examples from 
his wartime experiences. The medieval 
ideal of the exalted destiny of man he 
contrasted with the manifestation of 
the complete elimination of man’s hu- 
man dignity in the Nazi concentration 
camp. He used this example to indi- 
cate the result of the loss of faith and 
reverence, 


“If the Catholic belief in man’s dig- 
nity carries no weight in an unbeliev- 
ing world,” the speaker remarked, “we 
may turn to secular sources.” As the 
most reliable of these sources Mr. 
Moran pointed to the Declaration of 
Independence. 


“The atrocities of the last war,” Mr. 
Moran insisted, “serve as examples of 
the danger which arises when these 
t : , . ” 
self-evident truths’ are ignored. 

“We are forced to make a choice 
between faith in man as a creature of 
worth under God and adoption of the 
law of the jungle, survival of the fit- 
test.” 


As a special warning to college stu- 
dents, Mr. Moran reminded them of 
their responsibilities. “You as women 
will have in your hands the power to 
direct the destiny of the world,” he 
told them. “You must have an active 
faith in man’s dignity, and you must 
put this faith into active practice.”
